^ quotutifin for you* nnd T Ibouj^ht 
we mifjht philogophbo a bit If the 
it*al meaninir of this little bit of wis- 
flnm is enptured ami pmcticed* it can 
be the RTeutest soiu'ce of pt'nee nnd 
cofitentment In our lives. Here’s the 
fpjote which takes the form of a 
prayer: 

*^Denr I.ord* g^ive me th^i courage 
to change the things 1 can change; 
resigmition to accept the things I 
c*annot change; and the wisdom to 
know the difference.’* 

Tliink that over, girls, and consider 
well. Isn’t the source of most of oui- 
unhappiness and discontentment 
\^n-npp<*d up in wishing things were 
different, wishing we could change 
things and figunitively beating our 
heads against a stiine wall when we 
are faced with conditions we hate but 
which we are powerless to change? 
Well* let’s resoi%*e todny to start 
adopting this beautiful little bit of 
philosophy into our own lives. 

First, let’s consider the things we 
rlislike, the things we want changed, 
analyze them from stem to 
stem ami decide once and for all if 
there is any cone*eiv'ablo way to 
change them. (Always bearing iti 
mind, of coursei changing t hi Jigs in 
an hnnomble way and being careful 
in bringing about our own wishes that 
we do not hurt f>r do injustice to any 
one else,) If we <lecide the thing we 
want changed can be changed* then 
we shfaild set about changing it.

Put meanwhile, did ,Rhe do 
one cimstnjctivc thing Uiwurd ridding 
heinelf of the thing she hated? She 
did not. She continued to eat candy 
by the pound and drink milkshxikes 
ami take her rijcreation lying in hed 
with a good book. 



Then one day Maiy Brown woke up, 
A man she'd always adnxirod calknl 
her “Fatty,” and that rliii it! Mary 
Brown resolved “lo change the thing 
she could change.” She went to a 
dwtor, she acceptt*d his diet and fol* 
lowed it religiously. She exercise*!. 
She iiractieed the art of good grooni- 
ing and trying to dn>ss becomingly 
while she was losing weight. She 
worked like a Trojan with the per- 
.i?everance of a Christian martyr. It 
took her a year — but .she won. She 
became the slim* pretty girl that she 
should always have been. 

Now let’s take another example, 
Helen Green hated the house which 
she and her hushatul and their fam- 
ily lived in. She hated the neighbor- 
hood and everything about, their 


lituiie, 1ml Hiere didn’l Keem to he a 
thing she could do xih<iut it and it was 
overshadowing her life and turning 
her into n grouchy, disHatiafted wo* 
man. You see, her husband ^ Tom* 
simply did rmt make enough to pay 
one cent more additionril rent. Well, 
Helen fussed and fumed and made 
Tom feel like a heel been use he didn’t 
earn more, 'Then one day she re- 
solved thul “here was something she 
could change” if she %vanted to badly 
enoughi and she did want to. £to what 
did sh*' do? Every day after the 
children were in sebool, she finished 
her housework as ituickly as she could 
:tml thi-ii went out houRe*hunting, She 
looked and looked and looked, never 
pussitig up a single * opportunity. The 
rents were too high* hut she kept 
looking. Then one day she came upon 
a likely place. Tt was in a good 
neighborhood and had a lovely gar- 
den — but it was ju.^t about falling to 
pieces. She contacted the owner. He 
said she could have it for a low rent 
hut he couldn’t fix It up. And then 
Helen really went into action. She 
did bahy-sitting* odd hits of sewing, 
baked cakes for neighbors, .And ev- 
ery hit of money she could save and 
sernpe together went for paint and 
plaster and wood fill or, nnd later fnr 
curtains ami slipcovera. She enlisted 
Tom’s aid and he, seeing her enthused 
jind hapiiy, and delighlod by the new 
“no nagging” policy she had adopted, 
luilped willingly. Well, you know 
the rest — Helen got what she wanled 
at last und through her own effort 
and determination — an attractive 
home. Now^ a few years later they’ve 
started to buy it* a continuation of 
Helen's first project. 
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That^s bow it works. \t can work 
for you if you have courage mid will 
power auil determination. 

Now, let’s take a look al the No. 2 
pint of our philosophical iumtation: 
^*Give me i*esi gnat ion to accept the 
tilings 1 cannot change.” This is as 
important to contentmeTit as getting 
what yon want. Ilemember iliat old 
Staying, “ITappiness isn’t getting what 
yon want, it’s liking what you get.” 
When you are confronted with a situ- 
ation which yon absohitely can’t 
change— that it is impossible to 
change, or is perhaps impossible to 
alter, without doing haTTu or injustice^ 
to someone else, resolve to accept it, 
to live with it, with all the possible 
grace you can muster* Fighting 
against conditions for which there i.s 
no remedy, merely brings dissatisfac- 
ihjti an<l unre.st, not only to you but 
to those about you whom you love and 
do not \v:int to hurt. 

Examples? Margaret Smith was a 
career girL She worked hard at it* 
There wais one Job in the firm that 
sh(' wantinl very h:ully. She wanted 
it so hadly thal when another girl 
who worked with her and who hail 
seniority received it, Margaret 
Ihouglit she no longer wantetl to work 
there, that she'd throw over all her 
year's of hard work and go get an- 
other job at lesser pay. She also 
thought how she might get the cov- 
eted job. She couldn’t get it without 
doing harm to the other girl. Mar- 
garet really hail no right tt* the jf>b. 
Here was a Kituafion she could not 
change. She accepted the situation 
and resolved to make the liest of it. 
She did her own work in her own job 
the best she knew how an it tried to 
cooperate with all. You know the 
result, don’t you ? ContentTnent and 
satisfaction came to her* She came 
more and more to like the job to 
which she had been assigned, ami 
pel haps today, several months later, 
she likes her own job so well she 
wmildn’t trade it for the other if she 
had the chance. 

Then there Agnes Truitt’s story ^ 
Agnes is a crippie. She has hated 
being a cripple all her life and has 
rebelled against it bitterly. As a 
result, she became crippled of mind 
and disposition, too — cranky, im- 
fnemily. Then one day she read 
these magic words: **Give me resig- 
nation to accept the things I cannot 
change/’ Then and there Agnes de- 
cided that from that day forward slie 
wouhl no 1 finger let her afUiction warp 
hei- life as it had warpeil her body* 
She knew she coiihl not change her 
crippled body. Doctors had confirmed 
that since birth. So once Agnes re- 
solved Ut live with her burden and 
make the best of it, she became a 
changed person* Dep rivet! of activ- 
ities ill sports and dancing, because 
of her crytehes, Agnes learm'd to do 
things with her hands. She took up 
(Cmithfitrd mt puffc 95)

her was first to become prominent, 
Toilay, there nvv perhaps no j»er* 
mm ilealing iii services, with tlie 
exception of doc lot's and mii'scs, 
who y>erform m intimate a service 
as tliose provided fiy bartiei^ and 
heauly ot^^rators. In tlir world of 
today, it can no hmger he said that 
riot lies make the man the 
woinmi/* Unless a man fir woman 
is well-groomed, elotlies make little 
difTerenee and it is the hurlH'rs and 
heauty operaiurs who are chiefly 
resjvoiisibli* for pemmal gfaid 
grooming, AVe want to tell you 
a 1 rout these thousands of men and 
wuinen and the nnitOi to whiefi 
they Indong — bill first a few words 
aland the history of tfiese profes- 
sions and some inemondde points 
enmu'cted with them, 

Tlve history c»f barhering Ims its 
roots in the pmgicss of mankind. 
With the advanee of civilization, 


barhering chiingeil from a practice 
of little sigtiifieanee to a recogniz- 
ed vmnilion. 

The most firimilivc man deviscil 
some sort of emde implementH 
with whicli to cut their liair^ — 
sharpened flint or clam sliells for 
example. 

For some strange reason, the ia;- 
ginning of the iirofesHuin of bar* 
bering was shrouded in dark su- 
penititiotis. The savages helieved 
pretty generally that p(»ople could 
Ih* iM^witchiMl by hair clippings, 
and tlierefotH' the rite of Imir cut* 
ting was left to the ]>riests ami 
medic rue men of tlm tribe, Tims 
from Die very early days barber- 
ing became associated with the art 
of healing, 

Irish peasants of an early day 
believed I hat if hair elippings were 
hurmnl or buried, no evil spirits 
could ever tonnent their owner. 

Back in the days of the Roman 
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in'i-siTUlitHLs I 111' (irrisliaiiM, it 
was llip imrif'nt lirlicf tluit long- 
lull ml pf^rKoiis hiul iiiugli^ po will’s, 
that lumli* Hoiiian jinlgf's ordf»r I hi' 
hair of tlu‘ inartvi'H cut hcforo 
seiullitg them to their deaths. 

Back as far as 400 years 1n'fore 
the birth cif Christ, slmviiig ivas 
iiitrodiiceil l>y the MacedaniiiTis* If 
later spread first to Ks?vp( muj 
then to all Eastern enuntries- Tlie 
word for lh{>st» wlm trimmed 
beards ami hair lias remained Mu' 
same all thrmigh lustory, derived 
from the Taitin “hnrlNC* meaning 
beard. 

The firsl speeifie meTitinn oT luir- 
bers as a i>fofession, in rcimrilrnl 
history, oeeurs in certain records 
of r'tOIl U. at wlihdi tiim' the 
records state tlvat lmrber*s traveled 
from Wieily to Bonie. 

In On'eee and Home harheriag 
beemne a highly developefl art. The 
wealth, V had I heir own pei^nml 
valet -ha Hh'Cs atm! the eontimm i)i'o- 
plo freipieiited lairber shops whieh 
were likewise freepiented by news- 
moiigeis ill searHi of infonmitiom 
.m even in the csirly da.^'s imrlier 
shops been me assoeinted with 
ph'asaiit eimversal i*)ii and the dis- 
senilnatioii of tlie news of the day. 

It was during the ^fiddle Ages* 
however, that linrbers renelied 
their most important position, be- 


ciiitse at that time they not only 
praetieecl shaving* hair enttiiig and 
drcHsing* but tliey also dressi'd 
wounds and per formed siit^ieal 
ojH'riitions, extracted teeth and 
|>raetieeil blood det ling. Tlmt is 
wiiy they were called barlH^r-sur- 
geons, and the stripex! jmie, indi- 
cating a bamlageil anm has per- 
sisted as their tnah' mark even to 
today wficn the swirling red ami 
white pole in front of an estah' 
rislimenl announees to the woi'ld 
that harhers are inshle, ready and 
wailing to servx* the ptdilh'*

The U, 8, nepartment of Commerce 
estimates that gene i-al cargo liaffic is 
expected to Hse to 11,278,000 tons an- 
nually, routed from Eunipe directly 
In the Great Lrtke.s port citii*s. Prob- 
ably 20 percent of this tonnage will 
be handleil by ptjits of the United 
States on the Gi-eat Lakes,

Local Realignment to 
Handle Jurisdiction 

L. r. U. U>S ANGKl.KS, CALfF. - 

On November 1, Hloii Lch^uI Union 11 
was gi\^en juriatiietion over all radio 
anti television service technicians and 
also over the work of installing, re* 
pairing and maintaining intercom- 
munication systems, teinporury sound 
hookups and background music in Los 
Angeles County. Local Union 4o re- 
tained jurisdiction over nidio and TV 
broadcasting. 

In order to handle this important 
field, Local ITiion 11 established a 
Radio, TV and Hound Technicians 
Unit, which is known ns Unit No. 0, 
or the Klectronics Unit. Through the 
unselfish efTorls of all members of our 
local union» considerable progress has 
been made in establishing a sound anil 
workable organization in the Radio 
and TV service industry. 

Apprenticeship standards in this 


fieftl worn conspicuous by their ah- 
scence, and the boys in the Electronics 
Unit decUled that, Fcgardless of the 
fact that it was impossible to obtain 
employer cooperation, something 
Mhould be dune to correct the chaotic 
conditions in the industry. Employeiis' 
assistance was not obtnineti far cim- 
simple reaBmu The employers in the 
Radio and TV field have not yet 
learned the value of oiganization, anti 
there is no employers* asswiation willi 
which our people could work in setting 
up apprenticeship standard.*?. 

Cooperation was obf.ainiHl from the 
Los Angides school systern, and a 12* 
week class for training appi^entices 
was held in the John Francis Poly- 
technic High Hduiol. Many service or- 
ganizations helped the program along 
and exccdletit I'esuits wtfre obtained. 
Everyone connected with the televi- 
sion seiTice industry W'us invited to at- 
tend the classes, and the interest 
shown was gratifying. The attendance 
throughout the training program av- 
eraged 4h people. Much g'ood has aU 
ready resulted from the standardtza- 
lion of training people in handling 
sendcing problems, and umlouhtedly 
much more will follow in the futuie. 

Apprentice training is not the only 
mutter in which our Electronics Unit 
is interested# Local Union 11 esUih- 
lished u blo<»d bank three years ago, 
hut participation by the entire mem- 
bership was lagging. The Electronics 
Unit spearhcadiid a tlrive to really pul 
some bkMMi in the bank, unci after the 
good example these members set, in- 
terest increa.sed among all members 
to the extent that our local union 
blood bank is now one of the biggest 
and best in the Los Angeles labor 
movement. 

Another example of the willingness 


of the Electronics Unit to move ahead 
was shown lust summer when the 
members of the unit dug down in their 
pockets and finuncod through indi- 
vidual contnbutions an extra repro- 
sentative at the RCA negotiations 
meetings in Chicago. At the present 
time our EleclronicB Unit has all the 
major companies in the intei-conimu- 
nication ami background music field 
under eon tract, w'ith u single excep- 
tion, and this company is I'ecciving so 
much attention that it is likely that 
it too will sign a contract In the iieur 
fului/e. There are several small com- 
panies in this field which will i-eceive 
attention as soon as [josaible. Nu- 
merous other tolevieion service organ- 
izations have been stuiied in the Los 
Angeles area in the past five years. 
All of them Ixdievef! they Imd the for- 
mula for correcting the many evils of 
this new fielil, but all of them are now 
only memories — victims to the thi’oaU 
cutting price practices of the inclus- 
tjy. 

LtKal Union 11, through it.s Elec- 
tronics Unit, how-ever, is in the fielti 
to stay. Our unit is continuing to 
giwv in membership, and through 
proper servicing of its mcmber.s, and 
flensible business advice to employeis* 
is making improvements once thought 
impossible. We are certain that \vhen 
a responsible employ cm* association is 
formed—and it wdll bt* — that condi- 
tions and wngvB in this new field will 
mi prove far beyond what has so far 
been accomplished.

Look.s as if we are Txmlly in for 
a rough ride now, so far as labor 
relations go, ] have just been looking 
at the new “Labor Relations Act^* 
which is expected to supersede the 
present local Taft-Hartley Act. Any 
employer will be able to ask the 
Government to take the union strike 
Vfde, and the Minister of Labor can 
ask a Supreme Court Judge to de- 
cid<* whether a strike is legal or not. 
If the judge .^ays it isiiT, somebody 
can he set back an awful lot of 
money, $125 per rlay for the union, 
$50 per day for each union official 
who calls or authorizes the strike. Of 
coui^se, to be fair, unions can ask the 
Government to lake the employers' 
vfite on whether they shall declare 
a lockout or not* also the Judge can 
fine the employers a similar amount 
if they are unwise enough to declare 
a lockout instead of just closing the 
plant for necessary repairs. And so 
the fiction of impai’Ualily is main- 
tained, or is it? 

W<' haven't heard from our Halifax 
h) others for some time, I hope their 
efforts to “share the wealth'' ai*c 
meeting \vith some success. We have 
just sent off our new shipyard agree- 
ment to Ottawa, with the hope that 
the authorities will adjust matters a 
little more speedily than in past 
years. They shoulcl do this, because 
It isn't going to cost them veiy much. 
We now have nine paid statutory 
holidays per yenr, (If they fall on 
working days), double time for Satur- 
<lays, and paicl lunch [iei'iods for 
overtime work. Wc will send along 
a copy as soon as there is one to 
spare, and hope that our Eastern

Spring Slow to 

Pierce Canada Snows

TORT ARTHni, ONT.— At this time 

of the year u young man's fancy 
usually turns to what bis girl friend 
has been dreaming alxiut alt winter. 
Xatu rally it must be love. However^ 
much as I leg'ret it my thoughts must 
of necessity hi* in ivfemnce to spring, 
which has officially arrived. As I 
write this epis(x1e on March 24 tb. and 
gaze out of my living room window 
it looks as though spring is just a 
dream, as a holding blizxard is rag- 
ing to remind us that March can 
come ill like a lamb and go out like 
a lion. 

We at the Lakeh^'ad have hatl an 
exceptionally cold winter, with tern- 
iKiratures ranging from lo to 81 de- 
grees below zero during the whole 
month of January, with a snowfall 
for the same fieiiod of 42 inches. 
Giant Ice Breakers have completed 
their task of breaking up the 8ii 
inches of ice in Tliuiuler Bay for a 
distance of seven miles. Thumler 
Bay, of course, is our natural harbor 
and is part of Lake ^ufierior* 

All is in rea<liriess for the opening 
of navigation, %vhen the first big f.ake 
Freighter wdll nost* her way in from 
some of the Eastern purts. This is 
quite an event at the Lukehead, for 
the fir.st .ship is always greeted with 
isells ringing arNt sirens blowing, wel- 
coming the first harbinger of spring. 
The Mayor and City C'ouncil together 
With members of the ChambfU' of 
Commerce are on hand at the docks 
to gi'eet the captiUTi and crew, and 
the age-old ceremony of [iresenting 
the caidaia with the tradiiional silk 
hat and the chief engineer with a box 
of cigars, is carried out with much 
pride, marking the significance of the 
event. 

To those of you who hu^'e never 
seen an ice breaker or one in of aera- 


tion, it may he interesting to know 
that it h a very targe type of tng- 
boat. It is especially const riicterl for 
the toiigh and nigged job it has to 
do. It bus a \to\v of extra heavy steel, 
and in Llm stern l>e]ow deck there are 
specially built in tanks or conipaii- 
meiits which are filletl with watei’* 
This is lU'cessary to keep the 1k»w 
liigli in the Water. Somelhnes if tlu* 
ice is very thick it is necessary to 
pile heavy weights on the rear deck 
lo give the prow more buoyancy. 

Under normal conditions the ice- 
breaker can usually cut a channel of 
from one and a half to two miles each 
day. When it finally reaches open 
water it will travel many miles along 
the edge of the ice field and then 
start to break back in a '"V” form 
inUi harlxnir. Naturally this leaves 
a huge slab of ice of probably 35 
sejuare miles. This big ice field is 
then left to the mercy of an off-shore 
wind and the natural elements to 
complete the job. It is really inter- 
esfing to watch these huge tugs at 
work. Tliey will back up for a dis- 
tance of alxiut 200 feel and then 
comes the order, 'Tull steam ahead,** 
and at full speeil they run with their 
heavy steel Ixiw up on top of the* 
thick ice, and then there is a crasli 
like thunder as the ice crashes under 
the hi*avy weight of the breaker. She 
dfM's this with rpfjetition and determi- 
natton until her task is completed, 
and every thing is in readiness for 
the opening of navigation. 

1 trust the above brief litllc story 
will Ik* interesting to someone. How- 
ever, don't get the idea that we live 
in a land of snoW' and ice for this 
w*ould Ik- far from the truth. I must 
mlmil we have from four to fi%'c 
months of vigorous embracing 
healthy weather* However, we also 
have an ideal climate for the rest of 
the year, with a green verdure of 
natural beauty that cannot be sur* 
jm»Si*d on the North American Conti- 
nent* Now that the tourists season 
is fast at>pro8ching, an invitation is 
in order to our good friends to the 
south of us to come and visit this won- 
<lerful country situated on the north 
shme of Lake Superior, 2iKJ miles 
noilheast of Duluth with a good 
paved highway all the way and the 
natural Ix^auty along that 200 mile 
drive from Duluth is breath-taking. 

KU!CLlfm time will he here soon, so 
to the lK>ys of 339, my advice is to 
ho on your toes. We need the tiest 
talent we can muster, for w'c must 
re mem her much as wc regret having 
to, that our field days are over, and 
we imisl elect men to office that are 
willing to give freely of their time, 
men wlui cun give vigorous leader- 
ship, and men who are prepaml to 
fight lo maintain the progress w*e 
have accompli sbed through the years 
ami to letui tin on to greater success 
b\ I lie future.

In Cheyenne Area

early type nitder, shown in the photo- 
graph, was found in Laramie.

E L E C T RO L V T 1C- DEPOSIT 
METER, well known as the Edison 
Chemical Meter, 

This, probably the most interesting 
tytJC, is the metal deposit type of 
which the oj iginal chemical meter is 
the best example* In this meter 
there were two /Inc [dates in a cell 
filled with electrolyte. The cell was 
connecUid across a suitable shunt in 
the load circuit* With the passage 
of electiicity, zinc was transferred 
from tht^ anode plate to the cal:hf>de 
[>late. By weighing the cathode plates 
at I he beginning and eml of a period, 
its increase in weight and thus the 
quantity of elect ricsly which had 
passed, was readily ascertained. This 
type of meter was generally ust^d by 
the large Edison companies of this

A ^rreat deal of work \vas done 
during the late seven tins by various 
inventors in an attempt to pmduee 
ampere-hour meters W'hich would take 
into account the current flow as 
wi*\[ as its duralton, in* I liic first 
commercially successful ampere-houi 
metei- was a chemical meter invented 
and perfected by Mr. Thomas A, Edi- 
son during*- the period from 18 1 8 to 
1881. The principle of this meter is 
well known, involving: an electrolytic 
cell containing a metallic salt solution 
a nr! t^vo amalgamaterl zinc plates, 
w'hich serve respectively as anode ami 
cathode of the cell.

Arizona Power Supply 
L. V. liio, 1‘HOENIX. A[{1Z.— The 


central part of Ari/.ona is always low 
(111 power. It seems, no matter how 
much is produced, or is sent in from 
the dams on llie Colorado Uiver, it 
can never hll the demand- So twtt 
steam power plants are now under 
construction, one al Red Rock foi' 
.\i izona Public Sei vice Company, and 
OIK- a I Kyrene for Salt River Power 
IMstrIct- The latter is now nearing 
com]>letion. 

The picture shown with this arti- 
cle, shows the group on the Kyrene 
project. AW are local members ex- 
cept two ofhcials, Brother Ralph 
Greenthal, fornituiy of Local Union 
58, and Brother M. S. Nm ris, fonner- 
iy of Local Uniem IL Unit 4. These 
two Brothers have deposited their 
cards in the LO. 

The Kyrene steam plant is located 
alKHit 12 miles southeast of Phoenix, 
near the town of Tempe. It is the 
most recent aildiUon to the generat- 
ing system of the Salt River Power 
District. Work was begun in March, 
1951, and will he completed in June, 
1954. The total output of the two 
unit plant will he 112,000 kilowatt.^. 

The station is of the semi -outdoor 
type with the turbine deck completely 
uuldoors and the boilers entirely ex- 
posed, except at the ffring room lo- 
cated between the two units, and 
provides ready access Jo the tujhines, 
hculers, generators and auxiliary 


equifmient. The plant norrnaily opm - 
ates on natural gas, but has a .stands 
by supply of fuel oil. The turlMJ 
generator units are hydrogen cooled 
outdoor tyfie, 3- phase 00-cycle at 12.5 
Kv, They feed into lUphase station 
service tranafoi mors to 2,4 Kv. 
switchgear and into main transfoinr 
Lus which tie Into the 00 Kv. .switch- 
yard, idstributiem from switchyard 
goes out over the system by means of 
ten UHlO-ampere 09 Kv, oil circuit 
breakers. No, 1 Gen, Main 20,000 
k.V.A, station .service 0,0UU K.V.A, 
No. 2 (km. Main 82*500 K.V.A. sta- 
tion service 0*000 K.VUA., auxiliary 
station service 3, 2000 K.V.A.

Journal by this local, AVe 
have purposely withheld this for the 
jmst year hut now it is official and 
like a proud father we are hapi»y to 
announce the formal opening of Sta- 
tion Kearny Generating Sta- 

tion, Kearny, New Jers<*y, that houses 
our two new high tuessure boilers 
and turbine-generators, Units T and 

8 . 

Construction on theav units lw*gan 
in 1951* Over 1,190 steel piles driven 
into the earth form the underpinnings 
for the more than 70,00fl tons of 
build lug and niachiiiery. Enough coti- 
crete was used in the building to 
t*ave five miles of two-lane highway* 
Thirty-two hundred tons of structural 
steed were je<|ul red, as w’ell a.*? more 
than two miles of handrail and 
enough platform grating to more 
than c<iver a football field* 

This bidlrling, semi-outdoor, is 
iidjacenl to ihi' **ohr' Kearny Gener- 
ating Station w'hich was [daced in 
operation in 11125 and 1920, The 
flilVerence of the '‘ohr’ and *‘new'' 
can easily la* seen. Now, the tmhine- 
generators have tripled in size. The 
steam pressure <2,359 pounds tier 
K^piare inch) is ulmi>al seven times as 
gri^ati The steam temiNO'aturo ( 1,10(1 
degrees Fahrenhetl) has increasefl 
almciHt 50 per cent. Incidentally this 


is the highest steam temperature for 
jjower generation in the world. 

The addition of these two units, 
rated at 145,tK)0 kilowatts each, in- 
creases the station cai^acity to G24,fHH> 
kiloAvatls, making it the largest sta- 
tion in the system of Public Ser\dcc 
Electric and Gas rompany. This sys- 
tem covers 1,500 sKiuare miles and 
In that area — extending across New 
Jersey from the New* York state line 
and Hudson River to 10 miles below^ 
Camden, reside more than three and 
a half mi II ion people, or three-cpiar- 
ters of the population of the state* 
The entire system load is now* 1,910,- 
300 kilowatts* 

The boilers, as tall as an ll-story 
building, produce a million pounds of 
steam an hour. Unusual fi'atures of 
the new’ Kearny boilers include con- 
trolled clieulation, preasuilzed firing, 
tw'in furnaces, flue-gas recirculation, 
and they have divided furnaces of 
continuous discharge of the w*et- 
iwttom type. Each of the tw*in fur- 
naces is aljout 20 feet s<|uiire. The 
dividing w'atem*all has large open- 
Lfigs to equalize furnace pressure. 

The high temperature stage of the 
superheater is locateel at the exit o? 
the fui-nace, has its iKmdant tubes 
arranged in platens w*idcfly spacer! to 
lake advantage of radiant hi^at ami 
to icfluce fouling. The reheater, 
w'hich also has pendant tubes hut not 
in platens, follows the hig'li tempera- 
ture superheater in thf* gas path. In 
the dow'nwaid pass, the gases flow* 
over the three sections of horizontal 
tubes of the primary* superheater, 
then the economizer and finally the 
air heaters* At this point the flow* 
splits as it enters the tw^o decks of 
the flue dust collectors which are of 
the combined mechanical-electrostatic 
ty]>e. The boilers arc designed io op- 
erate as pressurized units, uHing only 
forced-draft fans* Iiiduced-druft funs 
have been pmvided to permit suction 
firing in emergencies. 

Each of the tw*in furnaces is 
equipped for tilting tangential corner 
firing. Coal burners arc* located at 
two levels and oil burners are on a 
thiid level. There are 32 coal anil 24 
oil burners ]>cr boiler. Every day 
4in,0(M> gallons of oil or 2,390 tons 
of coal ail* burned. A man made 
mounlain of coal (175,000 tons) is 
stored in the yard, yet it would run 
the two units for only tw*o and a half 
months. 

These Iwilers incidentally are hung 
from the top supporting steel* (When 
they are hot they exyiand downw'ard 
about 0 inches.) The steam created 
is carried to each turbine through 
tvvo nine-inch stainless steel pipes 
with walls one and a half inches 
thick. These 80 foot long pipes, coat- 
ing ^800*00 ]»er foot, ai'e foi ged and 
bored like gun barrels* T!w pipes, 
beneath their protecHve Insulutioii 
g-low a dull ivi] as the lilgli tnmpeia- 
ture steam flows through them at a 


speed of approximately 15,90(1 feet 
per minute, or 170 miles an hour. 

The steam turns the 98-toii shaft 
of the 100 foot long turbine-generator 
so fast that the outer rim of the tur- 
bine spindle is moving at a si>eed of 
950 miles an hour, wdiich is one-lhird 
faster than the speed of sound. The 
turbine-generators are unique in 
respi'ct to their elevated steam condi- 
tions: 2,35fl psig, 1,100 F at throttle 
and 1,050 F reheat temperatuix*. 
They are tandem-comjiound, 3,(UH1 
rpm machines, consisting of a high 
pressure section, a single-fiow reheat 
section, and a triple-fiow* low pi*essure 
section* Before entering the reheat 
section, tim reheaieti steam returns to 
thi* inner [lortion of the high jvressure 
demi'nt and dt>es w'ork in three stages 
before crossing over to the intercept 
valves at the inlet of the reheat sec- 
tion* This arrangement saves the 
intej'cept valves from exposui*e to 
1,050 V steam. It also groups the 
high temperature jiarts compactly to 
improve therm a I -stress conditions in 
shaft and casing* 

Each turbine drives the main and 
auxiliary generators. The auxiliary 
geneiator supplies powder for the nor- 
mal o|>eration of the uniUs auxili- 
aj'ies* 

The electricity is generatet! at 
20,0rMi volts in genei*atoi*s c^ooled by 
hydmgen gas under 30 |>ounds |>er 
aeiuare inch pressure* The use of 
hydmgen increases the output twenty- 
five ja*r cent over the same size air- 
cooled generator. Giant transformers 
increase the voltage to 132,000 volts 
for transmission through the Public 
Service System. The two generators 
develop enough electricity to supply 
tile houia^hoid needs of 900,000 people 
or a city twice the size of Xew*ark, 
New Jersey, 

All of these processes involved in 
thi* generation of c*h^tricity by these 
Uvo utdl.i are coordinated in a single 
central contiol room* More than 50f) 
in*sfruments and controls keep the 
operators constantly informed of the 
0|ic rating conditions of the boilers, 
turbines, generators, ilust control sys- 
tem, cnjil and oil firing system and 
othe-r auxiliary machinery. 

Among the unusual instruments is 
the television <N|uipmenl for viewing 
the fire inside the furnace, Approxi- 
matidy l,2(Ki difTerent operating con- 
ditions me l>eing constantly reeor<le<l 
on charts. In addition 800 indicating 
tights inform the opeiators of the 
111 * 0111 * 1 ' functioning of e<|uipment. A 
ITihlic Address System is used as a 
means of communication lictween the 
Operators so there is co-ordination at 
ail times*
